Gladstone replied that inciters to illegal- 
ities were responsible for the consequences, 
and Dillon affirmed that Gladstone bad de- 
clared that boycotting was legal. 

Mr. Gladstone then spoke with great 
passion, He said the Irish must confine 
themselves to agitating for changes in the 
tasd laws or whatever they may desire by 
means of respecting the private 
judgment and liberty of the people. 
Regarding the objection to the Irish 
judges to the supersession of juries 
he declared if parliament allowed 
the judges to interfere in framing the bill 
they would abandon one of the most in- 
portant functions of the government. Ho 
thought the institution of a special tribunai 
was necessary. No good could conie of 
prolonged discussion unless it was the in- 
tention of some members to exasperate 
animosity between England and Ireland. 
He beseeched the house not to obstruct 
the bill. 

Mr. Ritchie [conservative] stated he 
could not vote for the bill. 

Sir Stafford Northcote regretted this in- 
tention. Whatever fault might be fousd 
with the government's Irish policy, conser- 
vatives ought to give a solid vote for the 
bill in the interests of peace and order. 
There should be no uncertan sound in the 
matter, 

Mr. O'Donnell denounced the bill. The 
Irish ought never to rest until the adminis. 
tration of Ireland was free from British iv- 
terference.
